The year 1973 continued to bring challenges as the Town maintained 
its growth pattern and accompanying need for expanded municipal services, yet 
within limited financial resources, New areas of Town being developed made 
greater demands for all Town services, including Police and Fire protection, 
water supply, highway maintenance, etc., as well as the necessary School fa- 
cilities. During this year, the challenge was greatly compounded by the accel- 
erated inflation rate, which has affected all aspects of Town government. In 
some cases, this has caused choices to be made of which projects to undertake 
this year and which to postpone until a later time. In each instance, careful and 
deliberate thought has gone into the decisions of which items should be given 
priority as opposed to which could be left until later, with the least detrimental 
effect to the Town. 


All citizens should realize that, as the current inflationary spiral 
continues, it will become increasingly difficult to accomplish all the things 
which have had to be postponed and still maintain the level of essential services 
and general upkeep of the Town, However, the knowledge that Sharon has so 
many dedicated citizens willing to donate time, effort and concern required for 
planning and administration of Town government, plus an able and capable force 
of Town Employees, gives the Board of Selectmen a feeling of confidence that, 
as in the past, the Town will continue to receive excellent services and the best 
possible value from each tax dollar, 


While this report cannot go into detail on many of the events and 


projects of 1973, or even completely list them, we have attempted to outline 
some of the highlights.

Home Health Services: Sharon joined with eighteen area towns in 
establishing Home Health Services, Inc, to provide greatly needed assistance 
in homes where there are ill or disabled persons, Both home health aides and 
homemakers are being trained through the program at the Henry O, Peabody 
School, and at the end of the first year, thirty-seven persons had completed the 
courses, Five cases in Sharon were provided with a total of three hundred and 
eight hours of service. It is hoped that this beneficial project, which fills a 
great void in health services, will continue to grow and become available to 
many more people in need, 


Sacred Heart Property: During the year, a great deal of time and 
study was devoted to the matter of whether the Town should attempt to secure 
the property of the former Sacred Heart School, The evaluation was that while 
the buildings may present problems, the land in many ways is indispensable to 
the Town, The playgrounds have for years been utilized by the Town and would 
need to be replaced if many sports programs are not to be curtailed, Also of 
prime importance and benefit will be the protection of Lake Massapoag., Ac- 
quisition of this property will bring into public ownership desirable high quality 
land which otherwise is certain to be used for purposes of less importance to 
the public, 


Wolomolopoag Street Bridge; The State Department of Public Works 
awarded a contract for the elimination of the Mohawk Street grade crossing of 
the Penn Central Railroad tracks by the construction of a bridge in the vicinity 
of the Broken Wheel Ranch, A road was laid out from East Foxboro Street to a 
juncture with Wolomolopoag Street easterly of Furnace Street. Funds for this 
contract are being provided through the federal government's Department of 
Transportation and the State. The new bridge will eliminate the only grade cros- 
sing existing on the main line from Boston to New York. The impact of the re- 
location of Wolomolopoag Street will be of great magnitude in the growth and de- 
velopment in this section of Sharon, as well as providing another east-west con- 
nector road within the Town, 


Simeone Land Development: In December, the Board received a 
concept plan for the development of the Simeone land in Sharon and Foxboro, and 
as a result the Development & Industrial Commission is requesting rezoning for 
the area, It is important that any development of this property be adequately 
and thoroughly presented to the Town Meeting so voters may decide on a project 
which can have profound effect on the tax rate. 


Water Rates: Effective September first, new water rates were es- 
tablished. After thorough study by the Department of Public Works, the Board 
considered the alternatives presented and adopted a flat rate structure for both 
domestic and commercial users, This system combines the aspects of water 
consumption and the "ready to serve" capabilities of the water system, Each 
consumer is charged an annual rate of $40.00 for the first 45,000 gallons used 
and thereafter at the rate of 75¢ per 1,000 gallons, These new rates enable the 
water department to be self-sufficient in that all charges for operation and im- 
provement bonds will be met by revenue received. 


Fiscal Year Change: The end of 1973 found the Town two-thirds 
through an eighteen month budget adjustment period planned to bring the Town 
into a fiscal year budget period in conformance with federal and state budget 
periods. The exceptionally long budget period has been difficult to project in 
any degree of accuracy and has resulted in many changes to the statutes and 
regulations under which the Town is operated. As the Statutes require that an- 
nual reports be on a calendar year basis, this report will not cover the entire 
eighteen month period, At present, new budgets are being prepared for the 

_fiscal year 1975 Annual Town Meeting. It is now required that all funds be ap- 
propriated prior to the start of a new fiscal year. Town boards and departments 
will be required to project almost eighteen months to the end of the period for 
which funds will be allocated, Another change which has come about is the 
change of Town Election from the first Monday in March to the first Monday in 
April, with the accompanying delay in the Town Meeting.

Chief Roach attended Quinsigamond Community College in Worcester and 
received a certificate for completing a course in Fire Investigation and Arson 
sponsored by the Commonwealth, the Board of Regional Colleges and the De- 
partment of Public Safety.

A $200 Firemen's Association scholarship was awarded to Miss Marie 
Van Vaerenewyck of 12 Norfolk Place. Santa Claus again presented gifts to the 
members' children at our annual Christmas party at the Station. Fire Preven- 
tion Week saw us holding "Open House" as usual, 

We received letters of thanks from Chief Fothergill of the Chelsea Fire 
Department and from the Williams School (Chelsea) PTA President for our aid 
to that City during Chelsea's disastrous fire last October.

Ladder 1, 1957 Maxim Aerial Ladder (75 feet). 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Pole change-overs were done for Boston Edison and New England Tele- 
phone & Telegraph throughout the year. 

Four alarm boxes were repaired after the ice storm; wires were also 
replaced and some repaired to put the system back in working order. 

Underground fire alarm systems were installed in all new developments 
by the various builders, 

Five new alarm boxes placed in newly developed areas, New master 
boxes installed or replaced were Box 515 and Box 374. Both buildings have 
complete fire alarm system installations. 

Approximately 6,000 feet of underground wire was installed in the sys- 
tem, and approximately 4, 500 feet of rural red line was placed overhead, Due 
to storm damage, three street boxes, 3 master boxes, and ten sections of 
wire alarm were replaced.

During 1973, there was a total of 331 reported auto accidents - 33 
less than in 1972. Of these, 301 were reported to the Registry of Motor Vehi- 
cles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; 89 claimed 
personal injury and property damage; 204 claimed property damage only; 8 
claimed personal injury only, The remaining 30 were minor accidents, In the 
report of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of the 331 acci- 
dents reported in the Town, a total of 87 occurred on North and South Main 
Streets - 7 less than in 1972, Following in importance was Route 95 and the 
interchanges of Route 1 and South Main Street where 45 mishaps occurred - 50 
less than in 1972. One motor vehicle fatality occurred on Bay Road where 14 
accidents were reported, 


142 accidents occurred between the hours of 12 Noon and 8 PM, and 
57 accidents between the hours of 8 PM and 12 Midnight; Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday were the most dangerous days of the week when 146 accidents occurred. 
Off-the-road accidents were the leading type, totalling 117 - more than 1/3 of 
all accidents. Sideswipe accidents were second with a total of 91, and rear-end 
collisions followed with 46. As a result of these figures, all motorists are cau- 
tioned to be especially alert when driving on North and South Main Streets, when 
using Route 95 and the interchanges, and in particular, at the other locations 
noted above. 


The Department responded to 381 emergency ambulance calls for 
transportation of patients to and from the various area hospitals. 


In March of 1973, Department strength was increased by two addi- 
tional men to allow for a new work schedule as per our contract. This schedule 
is due to commence on April 1, 1974 and will allow officers additional time off; 
a 4-2-4 work schedule permitting alternate days off in a six-week progression, 
In implementing this, the two new officers will add only slightly in man hours 
to the new work schedule, 


The Civil Service status on new appointments to fill the patrolmen 
ranks is stillin limbo. A recent decision (early January 1974) again grants lo- 
cal authority the right to employ resident officers first, thereby challenging a 
Federal Court ruling made in the past. At present our Department is operating 
with the four provisionals employed over the past two years and the possibility 
of having to hire two men before a definite Court ruling is established, All of 
those currently holding provisional positions have completed their examinations 
and are awaiting their standings to be established on Civil Service lists. 


During 1973, our Department pursued its educational and training 
programs by increasing to thirteen members those attending degree programs 
at various colleges and universities. In addition, in-service training continued 
with Chief Albert Horan attending and graduating from the FBI National Academy 
at Quantico, Virginia. This intensive twelve-week course trained the Chief in 
the latest techniques of management, education and training, and other areas of 
the police function, 


In April and December, Sharon officers attended a college-accredited 
drug education program sponsored by the Attorney General, Chief Horan and 
Office Stephen Metrick attended the April session held at the Maritime Academy 
in Buzzards Bay, and graduated after an intensive full two-week program, In 
December, Officers James Mathews, Clifford Keeling, George Coleman and 
James Testa attended the same course, held at Massasoit Community College 


in Brockton, The course offered the latest instruction in investigation and tech- 
niques relating to drug abuse problems, 


In addition to specialized courses, officers attended our own in- 
service training sessions in firearms, new regulations relating to the use of 
force, commitment procedures and the laws relating to admissions at State men- 
tal institutions. Chief Horan and Detective Sergeant Bernard Coffey attended a 
series of seminars sponsored by the Norwood-Medfield Unit on the problem of 
suicide, Additional meetings were held with the admissions staff at Medfield 
State Hospital and law enforcement heads from the various communities using 
that facility. The result was the establishment of a policy on admissions which 
has proved most beneficial to our Department, Future meetings will be held in 
this regard with the possibility of implementation of some of the programs in 
our in-service training. Detective Patrolman Arthur Reid also attended an up - 
dated seminar on the use of the Identi-Kit for composite drawings in our Detec- 
tive Bureau, This was held in Randolph for three days. 


This past year has shown an increase of breaking and entering cases 
over the previous year, The majority of these are daytime or early evening 
breaks, most being reported when persons return after a day's absence, The 
majority of apprehensions and clearances are still brought about by citizen re- 
ports, and in some cases, the sounding of alarms which have been installed in 
the premises. This is still our leading kind of offense and requires the utmost 
in public cooperation to combat. We again solicit the cooperation of all citizens 
to notify the Police Department of any suspicious circumstances which warrant 
investigation, 


We have continued our intensified selective enforcement program on 
traffic violators. Our figures show comparable totals to 1972, but a substantial 
decrease in the total number of accidents. Although the decrease cannot be at- 
tributed solely to enforcement, we feel it did have some effect on the total. The 
exceptional weather conditions experienced until the end of the year, coupled 
with the gasoline shortage, also had some effect on the reduction, 


On traffic safety, the Department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety Council 
and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. Officer Stephen Metrick 
has entered his fourth year as our Safety Officer, giving instruction at all levels 
in the Public Schools. He is a member of the Massachusetts Safety Officers 
League and attends all meetings to keep abreast of training and instructional 
procedures, In addition, Officer Metrick, in cooperation with local business 
establishments, again assisted in sponsoring a trip to Washington, D.C. for 
those youngsters who showed superior achievement while members of the Inter- 
mediate School Safety Patrol. This same contest and trip are planned in May 
of 1974, 


Chief Horan attended regular and special meetings of the Massachu- 
setts Police Chief's Association, and also attended meetings and seminars with 
the District Attorney of Norfolk County on homicide and drug abuse problems, 

In connection with the Chief's Association, Chief Horan was appointed to the Ad+ 
visory Committee to the Attorney General on Drug Abuse, and to membership 
on it's FBI Committee, this past Fall. He also made tours of correctional in- 
stitutions as a member of the Law Enforcement Advisory Committee to the Com; 
missioner of Corrections. 


The Special Police Force (Auxiliary) now numbers 34 and has parti- 
cipated in all sessions of in-service training with our regular Department. We 
are continuing the on-the-job program which began in 1970, placing one volun- 
teer officer on duty each evening. Each officer has been donating approximately 
one evening a month for the on-the-job training to better acquaint themselves 
with our local police problems. The Town is most fortunate to have this dedi- 
cated group of men who serve without pay and are on call on a 24-hour basis, 


The Department received 8, 288 recorded phone calls requesting in- 
formation and registering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported 75 


licenses as suspended or revoked. 


During the year, the Department made service on 451 outside sum- 


monses and warrants.

During this 12-month period, 140 dogs were reported as lost, most 
of which were found and returned to their owners, Also during that period, 172 
stray dogs were picked up and destroyed at the end of the mandatory 10 days.

Forty-one deaths occurred within the Town of Sharon, eighteen of 
these were out-of-Town residents temporarily residing as patients at the 
Sharon Manor Nursing Home, 


A total of $1,015 was received by the Board of Health and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer covering fees for camp licenses, license to oper- 
ate a swimming pool (public), rabies clinic, license to stable horses, store 
and truck licenses to sell milk and oleomargarine, and food service licenses, 


RABIES CLINIC 


The annual Rabies Clinic was held March 24, 1973. A total of 
327 dogs were inoculated and $654 in fees were collected. 


This clinic continues to be a success, and much of the credit is 
due to the volunteers who assist with the project, Thank you again, 


SANITARIAN 


The Sanitarian's Program consists of the following: 


1, Supervision of school cafeteria food service practices made routinely 
throughout the year, The School Department has been most cooperative in 
working with the Health Department and, as a result, our children receive 
wholesome food, prepared and served in a healthful environment, 


2. All milk and cream sold in the Town continues to be checked for bac- 
teriological quality. Any problems are brought to the attention of the milk 
producer and/or store proprietor and immediate corrective action taken. 


3, Close bacteriological supervision of the Lakefront and inspection of the 
refreshment stand were carried out, This year a new sanitary index of 
bathing water quality was adopted. This standard is used by the Federal 
Government and is considered a more scientific method for evaluation. 


4, Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps located in the Town 
were visited by the Sanitarian to determine compliance of those facilities with 
the State Sanitary Code, Article IV. Visits were also made to the camps dur- 
ing the camping season to ensure continuation of these sanitation standards, 
including the testing of eating utensils for proper sanitization. 


5. The Town drinking water at Stations 2, 3, 4, and a new well, Station 5, 
were checked weekly. 


6, Eating utensil examinations were made in all food establishments monthly. 


7. All retail food establishments are checked for conformance with the State 
Retail Sanitary Code,

8, All complaints made to the Board of Health were investigated and resolved, 


A number of State-wide food hazard crises involving tuna fish, 
mushrooms, and clams were promptly investigated to protect consumers,

Lapuck, Sanitarian, to discuss possible and/or probable health problems af- 
fecting the Town, 


During its tenure, the Advisory Board has strived to maintain for 
the Town of Sharon the very highest possible level of health standards, 


As the years have passed, the Town has increased its population 
and the complexities of providing and maintaining a high standard for health 
conditions has grown, With the advent of increasing Medicare, Medicaid, 
Federal Health programs, the Town is forced into expanding services and 
additional supervisory personnel as requirements necessary for reimburse- 
ment for services rendered in these categories. The standards of service 
and facilities are determined at higher levels and passed down to the health 
departments of the various towns.

Under the Board of Health, the Public Health Nursing Program 
provides skilled nursing care to the residents of Sharon, 


The policy of the Home Health Care Agency stipulates that residents 
who need skilled nursing obtain a written order from their physician, Nursing 
fees are $5.00 for an office visit and $10.00 for a home visit, depending on 
yearly cost study. Medical supplies are paid for by the patient on a costbasis, 
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Other skilled services that may be required (i.e., Physical and 
Speech Therapy) are provided by Norwood Hospital through contract with the 
Sharon Board of Health. The Public Health Nursing Program is also involv- - 
ing itself with Mental Health, working with Medfield State Hospital. 


The Sharon Board of Health maintains an agreement for part-time 
supervision to be extended to the Public Health Nurses of Sharon, The pur- 
pose of supervision is to assist the staff in continuing personal and profession- 
al development that they might discover increasingly effective ways of pro- 
viding skilled and relevant community health nursing services to the residents 
of the Town of Sharon, 


Currently, Sharon's Public Health Nurses are carrying a heavy, 
challenging, and varied case load, and are still providing residents with con- 
tinuity of nursing care, 


A continued liaison exists between the Board of Health and Norwood 
Hospital, Ann McManus being the newly appointed Public Health Nursing Co- 
ordinator at the Hospital. This collaborative relationship promotes effective 
referrals between health care agencies, resulting in improved planning for 
continuity of nursing services for patients and their families. 


Home Health Services, Inc., a non-profit corporation, has been 
providing homemaker /home health aid service to 19 towns, including Sharon, 
since May 1973. By November 1973, this organization had trained four aides 
from Sharon, providing 308 hours of service on five cases and servicing an av- 
erage range of 33 to 84 years, The Public Health Nurses extend supervision to 
the home health aides through contractual agreement, 


Homemaker/Home Health Aide trainees are now being actively re- 
cruited, No prior experience is needed. The free training program consists 
of 45 hours over a three-week span, Interested persons should call the Board 
of Health Office for further information,

The Board of Health recently received an advisory letter redefining 
the law pertaining to tuberculosis screening of school personnel, "It was 
clearly intended that Sec.55, Ch.71, as amended by the Acts of 1964, should 
apply to all persons in school or college in contact with children and young 
persons, The law embraces all school personnel, however infrequent the con- 
tact with students, and not just those in the classrooms," This law, which in- 
cludes unpaid volunteers, part-time employees and non-teaching staff, was de- 
signed to protect school children, The Board of Health strongly urges that all 
persons in the schools, however briefly employed, should be of known tuber- 
‘Culin status, since testing can be done by school and public health nurses at 
no charge to the recipient, 


The Public Health Nursing staff will continue joint efforts to add new dimen- 
sions to patient and family care for Sharon's residents, 
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Veterans’ Services 
Wikliam B. Keating, Director 


During 1973, this Department processed twenty cases involving 
Veterans of the Mexican Border, World Wars I and II, Korean Conflict and 
Vietnam. The sum of $14,336.19 was expended in cash grants for food, shel- 
ter, and clothing or for payment of hospital, medical, fuel bills and other nec- 
essary expenses. Benefiting from this program were twenty-three adults and 
twenty children, It is expected the Town will be reimbursed approximately 
$7,168 by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its share in this program, 


Many Veterans and their dependents sought assistance from this 
office during the year in processing forms for other Veterans' benefits, such 
as pensions, bonuses, burial expenses, grave markers, educational allotments, 
home loans, etc. In many cases, the securing of Hospitalization, pensions, 
Social Security Disability and other benefits have greatly reduced payments 
made through this office. 


Acting as Registrar for Local Board 120 of the Selective Service 
System, this office registered 116 young men from Sharon during 1973, All 
18-year old males must register for the draft within a period of thirty days 
prior to, or thirty days after their eighteenth birthdays. 


The Office of Veterans' Services is on the second floor of the Town 
Office Building. Hours are from 7 - 9 PMon Monday, Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings ; and Saturday mornings from 9 AM to 12 Noon, 


VETERANS' GRAVES

Affidavits received by this Office show that twenty-six Veteran 
burials took place in Sharon during 1973, Twenty-four were buried at Sharon 
Memorial Park and two at Rock Ridge Cemetery.

As in past years, one of the principal duties of this Department in 
1973 was to provide engineering services and assistance to the Department of 
Public Works for the many construction and maintenance projects performed 
by them during the year. Examples of these services are: underground utility 
locations and profile elevations for all drainage and culvert work, both in the 
design stage and then again during construction. Street line locations and 
grades were furnished on all sidewalk, street-widening and reconstruction pro- 
jects, and for the water division at various locations so that hydrants and curb 
box shut-offs could be placed in their proper locations. Many other services 
of a somewhat lesser nature, but nevertheless time-consuming, were provided 
as requested, 


In addition to the work performed for the DPW, two contract projects 
requiring plans and specifications were drawn up and put out for public bidding, 
The first of these was for Phase I of the North Main Street drainage system, 
This project was delayed for some time due to lengthy drainage easement nego- 
tiations, however, I am pleasedtoreport that the easement was ultimately ac- 
quired without any cost to the Town, This contract for approximately 2200 feet 
of 12", 30", and 36" reinforced concrete drain pipe and related structures drew 
nine bidders, with M. R. Pavao Contractor, Inc. of Fall River being the low 
bidder at $45,827.50. This work was substantially completed in 1973 with only 
a minor amount of work remaining for completion in the Spring of 1974. 


The other contract was for the much-discussed Massapoag Avenue 
sidewalk from East Street to the Capen Hill Road, This contract had three bid- 
ders with Capone Brothers, Inc. of Roslindale the low bidder at $18,930. This 
project was also substantially completed in 1973 with only minor loaming and 
seeding of shoulder areas remaining to be completed in the Spring, 


On these two projects, the field work, design, plans, contract docu- 
ments, supervision of construction, and the processing and calculating of pay- 
ments were all performed by this Department, 


The Board of Health duties performed this year required a consider- 
able increase in the Town Engineers' time spent on both inspection and plan re- 
view of Board of Health problems. In this regard, applications and plans for 
the construction of 163 sub-surface sewerage disposal systems were reviewed, 
This process requires a visit to the site, sometimes observation of percolation, 
tests and test pits, along with the paper work of plan review and approval, This — 
represented an increase of 28% over last years' number, Of this amount, 104 . 
were for new home construction and 59 were for corrective additions to existing 
systems, The construction of 154 sewerage disposal systems were inspected 
and approved to verify that the installations were in accordance with the 
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approved plans and the State and local Sanitary Codes, This number repre- 

sented a 48% increase over the inspections made in 1972. There were also nu- 
merous complaints of Board-of-Health violations which were investigated with 
corrective actions and Cease-and-Desist measures instituted where necessary, 


Another very important and time-consuming function of the Depart- 
ment is in conjunction with the Planning Board and new subdivision developments, 
This year there were engineering reports and recommendations presented to the 
Planning Board on nine subdivision plans, both preliminary and definitive, to- 
talling about 170 lots. These reports, with recommendations for both design 
and construction improvements, involve both field reconnaissance and detailed 
plan evaluation, 


The inspection and approval of new road and utility construction in 12 
different subdivisions, having estimated value of about $350,000 dollars, was 
also performed, This inspection is of the utmost importance, as improper con- 
struction of streets at this time, would require large maintenance expenditures 
by the Town in the future, Various other reports, maps and sketches were pre- 
pared for discussion by the Board in conjunction with zoning, planning studies 
and other related problems. The Town Engineer also attends all Planning Board 
meetings and acts as their agent for signing routine non-subdivision plans for 
recording purposes, In 1973, fifty such plans were reviewed and endorsed, 


The Department was quite involved in working with the consulting 
Engineering firm retained to propare a plan of operations for our sanitary land- 
fill area, This involved numerous meetings, discussions and plan review, We 
also spent a considerable amount of time in reviewing the plans for the Housing 
for the Elderly complex as related to site work and sewerage disposal, In addi- 
tion, all underground utility and dewage disposal system construction at this 
project has been inspected by the Department. 


The Board of Selectmen and the Executive Secretary required a large 
portion of the Departments' time by requesting advice, comments and investi- 
gations of the many citizen complaints and problems oftown management occur- 
ring during a year. One of the special areas of concern this year was the eval- 
uation of the Sacred Heart property, for which many prints, plans and sketches 
were provided, 


Engineering advice and recommendations were furnished to all other 
Town departments as requested, For example, the Zoning Board of Appeal on 
Cluster Subdivision and Office Building/Apartment construction hearings, the 
Conservation Commission on so-called "Hatch Act" or wetland filling projects, 
the Board of Assessors, through the up-dating of their Assessors' plans and 
the Warrant Committee with plans, cost estimates and sketches on Town Meet- 
ing articles, 


We have on file in our office many records and survey plans which are 
items of public record, and therefore, of interest to builders, realtors, engin- 
eers, surveyors, lawyers and of course, the property owner himself, There- 
fore, in the course of a year, considerable time is spent reviewing and assist- 
ing the public in obtaining this information. Another time-consuming and re- 
sponsible function of our Secretary/Clerk is that of fee collection and bookkeep- 
ing. We collect all the plumbing, gas, electrical, building, and Board of Health 
sewerage disposal fees. We also collect fees for the sale of Zoning maps, 
Zoning By-Laws, Planning Board Rules and Regulations, and Building Codes. 

In 1973, the total of all fees collected by this Department amounted to $19,329,038, 


There were two changes in Department personnel in 1973, The first 
was the resignation of Mr, Joseph Landreville as Wiring Inspector whose posi- 
tion was filled by the elevation of Mr, James Delaney from Deputy Inspector's 
position, The other change was the departure of Mrs, Maureen Walsh as Sec- 
retary/Clerk and Mrs, Anne Cosgrove being hired as her replacement,

A modification of the Basic Building Code as developed by Building 
Officials and Code Administrators International will be adopted as the manda- 
tory State Building Code in 1975, During the past three years, the Department 
of Community Affairs has been conducting seminars on the proposed code to 
familiarize local inspectors with its use, The Town of Sharon saw fit to adopt 
the Code in 1967, so there will be no radical change-over involved here, 


Inspection of public buildings, schools, churches, synagogues and 
other places of assembly, currently are under the control of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. When the mandatory State Building Code becomes ef- 
fective, the duties of the State Inspectors will be transferred to the local in- 
spectors, thereby increasing their work loads substantially. 


At present, the State Department of Public Safety reviews plans for 
proposed public buildings as to means of egress and fire safety. It is unclear 
at the moment whether this practice will continue, If it does not, additional 
hours will be required in review of plans for proposed public structures.

Building activity increased about 25% over last year as the summary 
shows in spite of the money market, This makes the second year in a row that 
an increase of this magnitude has occurred, From all indications at this time, 
1974 will probably continue this upward trend in construction, 


Some of the major starts this year were a 36,000 square foot metal 
warehouse for V J Corporation, a 15,000 square foot addition to Metal Bellows, 
64 units of Housing for the Elderly on North Main Street, a complex of offices 
and apartments at 47 Pond Street and a similar complex at 18 Pond Street. 


The Building Inspector serves as Zoning Inspector also and as a re- 
sult expends much time and effort in this phase of his duties, providing informa- 
tion, answering questions, advising the public, field inspections and preparing 
violation notices, 


The Inspector also assists the public in preparation of necessary 


forms for Board of Appeal applications and frequently is present at Appeals 
hearings to assist when possible, 


As previously mentioned, Mr. Joseph Landreville, Wiring Inspector 
for the past several years, submitted his resignation early in 1973 and it was 
accepted with regret. Mr. James B. Delaney, assistant inspector, accepted 
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the position, The Town is fortunate to have men of their caliber serving in 
this important position, 


Building Permit Requirements: In general, no new construction, additions, or 
demolitions, or alterations of any type, affecting any partitions, doorways, 
bearing walls, or other structural members shall be started until a permit has 
been received from the Building Department. 


Also, all electrical, plumbing, and gas work - swimming pool instal- 
lation, or aluminum siding installation - require permits from the Building 
Department, 


If homeowners have any questions regarding the necessity of a per- 
mit, he should not hesitate to inquire at the Building Department.

During 1973, numerous requests were received to check or seal de- 
vices being used to weigh or measure commodities sold to consumers within 
the Town, and as a result of those inspections, the consumers can be assured 
of the correct weight or measure for which they pay. 


1973 has brought us a gasoline shortage and the energy crisis and 
therefore, a constant inspecting and testing is being conducted on meters of 
gasoline and fuel oil dispensers to insure consumer protection as well as pro- 
tection to the retailer. 


All of the Department's standard Avoirdupois weights, as well as 
metric and apothecary standard weights, were sent to the Division of Standards 
Laboratory for calibration and certification, The field testing capacity meas - 
ures were also sent to be tested and sealed. As a result of this procedure, new 
equipment was purchased and the certification of all equipment is now up to date.

As requested by the 1972 Town Meeting, all methods of solid waste 
disposal, except the use of another site in Sharon, were studied, including the 
continued use of the Mountain Street site and methods of out-of-town disposal, 


As the result of this study, the Committee recommended an Article 
be included in the 1973 Annual Warrant to cover the cost of a detailed plan of 
operation of the Mountain Street sanitary landfill, as well as the cost of prepar- 
ing the site for continued use in the same manner - all in accordance with the 
"Regulations for the Disposal of Solid Wastes by Sanitary Landfill"' of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health. 


Methods and costs of out-of-town solid waste disposal were studied 
and presented to the Annual Town Meeting, but were not recommended because 
of the higher costs. 


The Town Meeting approved the Article and the firm of 8. E,A, Con- 
sultants, Inc. was hired to make the study, Their report was submitted on De- 
cember 3, 1973 to the Town and also to the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health for their approval, 


If the method of developing and operating the Mountain Street site as 
recommended by the Consultants is approved by the Department of Public 
Health, the life of the site for disposal purposes can be extended between nine 
and eleven years.

The Special Town Meeting held November 27, 1972, approved the 
creation of a special unpaid committee to be known as a Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Planning Committee, consisting of three persons to be appointed by the 
Moderator, Their duties are in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 44A-44D 
of the General Laws. The Meeting also appropriated $1,000 for the use of the 
Committee.

On March 7, 1973, the ten Town Committees met and formed the 
"Southwest Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board", elected officers, formed 
subcommittees, and adopted operating procedures,

The prime objective of the Regional Planning Board during the past 
year has been to study the advisability of establishing a regional refuse disposal 
district, its organization, operation and control, and of selecting the kind of 
disposal facility to best serve the needs of the district. 


In working toward these ends, the Board split into four subcommit- 
tees to study and become knowledgeable in the following areas: 

Resource Recovery Collection and Transfer 

Solid Waste Processing Intergovernmental Relations 


On September 27, 1972, the County Commissioners signed a contract 
with the engineering firm of Camp, Dresser & McKee to study the feasability 
of establishing regional solid waste collection and disposal districts and to de- 
velop and recommend a solid waste management master plan, 


The Regional Board has followed closely the work of the engineering 
firm since the study is being done for the ten-Town group as well as the rest 
of the County. Several members of the Regional Board are also members of 
the Norfolk County Solid Waste Disposal Committee and have been able to keep 
the Board informed on progress of the engineering study as well as providing 
input to the study, 


The preliminary engineering report was released December 27, 1973 
and the Regional Board is in the process of reviewing the data and recommenda- 
tions as they apply to the ten-Town group, It is expected that the Board will be 
able to develop recommendations within the next several months,

The Department of Public Works had a most interesting year, be- 
ginning with the frustrating and almost impossible task facing all municipal 
departments this year - preparing an eighteen-month budget due to changeover 
to a new fiscal year. Because of the complexity of the budget, many days and 
nights were devoted to its preparation by Department personnel, 


Todays world economic situation, plus the rapid rate in inflation, 
makes it most difficult to plan projects within a reasonable length of time. For 
the Department of Public Works to project the cost of materials eighteen to 
twenty-four months in the future was an Herculean task, Other factors, such 
as emergency projects, new building construction on accepted Ways (which 
necessitates installation of drainage systems), relocation of hydrants, tree re- 
moval, additional bulk item collections, plus regular rubbish collections, ad- 
ditional spraying for insect pests and ivy control, curb cuts, sidewalk repairs, 
new infestations of insects requiring a spray program, the expansion of spray 
programs for control of insects and preservation of forests, unforeseen fail- 
ures of equipment, vandalism, inclement weather (especially with prolonged 
periods of icing), and other items too numerous to mention - raise havoc with 
such a budget, no matter how well planned. 


Although it is originally formulated by the Department personnel, 
the budget has to be reviewed by other Town officials. Traditionally, some 
items - as well as programs - are reduced or deleted. These reductions are 
made in all good faith by the officials who strive year after year to offer reas- 
onable programs and yet keep the tax rate attractive and reasonable for the 
inhabitants. 


The growth of the Town by developers who are annually opening up 
new areas, has expanded the water system, drainage systems, roadways, side- 
walks, planting areas and maintenance projects to a point where the Department 
is in dire need of a review and upgrading. There is currently not enough per- 
sonnel in the Department to meet the present requirements and needs, A great 
deal of the equipment is old and needs replacement, more equipment is neces- 
sary for transportation and maintenance work. The Department has also com- 
pletely out-grown its housing facilities which themselves are badly in need of 
repairs and expansion, Presently, several very expensive pieces of equipment 
are parked outdoors where the elements can attack and deteriorate the metal, 
thus causing untold damage each year. 


Personnel Changes - Two valued employees resigned - Donald Weiler, former 
Water Division Supervisor, and William Woods, former Water Division Fore- 
man, Frederick C. Brauneis, a former Highway Division Foreman, was ap- 
pointed Water Division Supervisor and Bernard Moon was elevated to Water 
Division Foreman, Bernard Yankowski and Barry Woods, former employees 
of the Highway Division, were also transferred to the Water Division, Walter 
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Brown, Charles Goodwin, Kurt Lisowski and Steven Baker joined the Highway 
Division to fill the vacancies caused by resignations and transfers of personnel. 
Both Barrett Greenfield, an equipment operator in the Highway Division, and 
Paul Lovejoy, master mechanic, were selected and appointed as Foremen for 
the Highway Division,

Along with its many maintenance chores, the Highway Division was 
forced to devote a great deal of time to improving drainage systems and install- 
ing berms along roadsides to prevent street water from eroding the edge of the 
road, Many driveway aprons also had to be raised to prevent street water from 
entering and flooding cellars and garage areas, During 1973, there were sev- 
eral heavy rain storms of long duration which caused flooding in areas previous- 
ly never affected. Two basins were installed in a low area and others adjusted 
on Robin Road, Four hundred forty-five feet of pipe, two catch basins and two 
manholes were installed on Franklin Road, 


Other areas where drainage was installed included Bullard Street 
where 350 feet of pipe plus four catch basins were installed to prevent runoff 
from the fields and Norwood Street causing severe icing conditions during the 
Winter. Massapoag Avenue also had 120 feet of pipe and one catch basin in- 
stalled to prevent runoff from an undeveloped roadway running onto the pave- 
ment and causing icing. The icing condition at the intersection of Tiot Street 
and Edgehill Road was also corrected by the installation of 160 feet of pipe plus 
one catch basin, A drainage system consisting of 223 feet of pipe, four catch 
basins and one manhole was installed on Summer Street and tied into the Wood- 
land Street system, Three hundred fifty feet of pipe, two catch basins, and 
three manholes were installed on Oakland Road, 75 feet of side drain on Green- 
wood Road, 30 feet of additional pipe was added to the Colburn Drive system, 
two catch basins and 40 feet of pipe installed on Pleasant Street, one catch ba- 
sin and 100 feet of pipe was installed on Massapoag Avenue to correct drainage 
conditions caused by the new sidewalk installation, and one catch basin was 
added on East Street. Several curb inlets were installed on existing basins. 


Many systems were cleaned by using a sewer rodding machine and 
a total of 1,065 basins were cleaned by the catch basin cleaner recently ac- 
quired by the Department (it has proved to be a valuable asset), Many streams 
were improved by removal of overgrown brush and obstacles which became 
lodged in the stream beds, This will result in the streams being capable of 
handling runoff more quickly and relieve some of the previous flooding condi- 
tions. 


Drainage maintenance work was increased greatly through the year 
by developers who install new systems in each road as it is extended, and by 
the addition of a new system on North Main Street from Maskwonicut Street to 
an exhaust point below Canton Street. 


Sidewalk maintenance and construction also consumed many man- 
hours. A mile of sidewalk was installed on Massapoag Avenue and, although 
this was let out to contract, Division employees were responsible for all tree 
removal, relocation and adjustment of drainage structures, installation of two 
catch basins, fifty feet of pipe, a fifty foot culvert, tree trimming and removal 
of water-ponding areas by addition of bituminous mix in low areas, 


The Square received further improvements with installation of 180 
feet of concrete walk with granite curbing at the intersection of Billings and 
Pond Streets. Six hundred seventy feet of granite curbing, plus 1, 265 feet of 
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concrete walk was installed on South Main Street and 450 feet of bituminous 
berm and walk was installed on Station Street. Eight hundred feet of sidewalk 
was resurfaced on South Main Street, and 380 feet of berm installed. Four 
hundred thirty feet of berm installed on East Street, 250 feet on Dunbar Street 
and Bradford Avenue (to correct a drainage problem), several hundred feet of 
Cape Cod berm on North Main Street and 50 feet at the intersection of South 
Main and Clarke Streets where a corner rounding was made to ease traffic flow 
from South Main to Clarke Street. 


Numerous other projects were accomplished by the Division - 
gravel and grading roads, patching pavements, sweeping all Town roads, sign 
replacement, roadside mowing and policing, installation and painting of guard 
rails, and trash pick-ups. Due to the high bids received on the recyclables 
contract, the Division made the collections, and processed the recyclable ma- 
terials for an extended period of time. 


FORESTRY

The tree planting and maintenance program was continued as in the 
past, with the planting of 90 trees on 31 streets through the Town, Tree prun- 
ing and removal of dead wood was accomplished on 25 different streets with the 
emphasis placed on areas where children walk to school, It was necessary to 
remove 89 dead or dangerous trees from 35 streets, and Boston Edison was 
requested to assist in removing 35 which were endangering electric and phone 
services in the Town. 


The fight against Dutch Elm Disease continues with dormant and 
foliage sprays being applied and by removal of dead and diseased trees. 


Insects which are a nuisance to man and a detriment to the forests, 
were given due consideration by the application of insecticides for their control. 
The oak leaf skeletonizer was not a real problem, but the eastern tent cater- 
pillar, fall web worm, spring and fall cankerworm seem to be building up their 
populations. Gypsy moths were controlled to a degree by helicopter applications 
of insecticides, by the Wilt disease, starvation and predators, Due to the de- 
structive ability of these insects, they will have to be watched carefully and 
controls applied as needed, 


The Norfolk County Mosquito Control personnel supervised the 
control program, and the report of the Superintendent is as follows:

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WATER DIVISION

The water system continues to expand at such a rate that more per- 
sonnel and equipment are needed to keep up with the every-day demands of the 
Division, This year alone, 10,375 feet of main, 19 hydrants, necessary gates, 
corporations and curb stops were added to the system by developers, The Div- 
ision inspects all installations before any back-filling, makes all taps for ser- 
vices, and supervises the testing and chlorination of every new system, Two 
reports from certified laboratories are required stating that the water is safe 
for human consumption before any new system can become part of the main 
distribution system, This is but one of the safeguards used by the Division to 
insure that the public shall receive potable water, of the highest quality avail- 
able. Inspections, tapping and testing are most time-consuming, but very im- 
portant to the Division, because they reduce the risk of system failures which 
may occur at a later date. 


The Division relocated and installed six new hydrants and seven 
gates on Massapoag Avenue so a new sidewalk could be constructed between 
East Street and Capen Hill Road, One hundred twelve new services were in- 
stalled on various streets, ninety new meters, eighteen new gates and boxes, 
165 meters found to be faulty and replaced, and many outside registers in- 
stalled, especially at homes where meter reading was an impossibility during 
normal working hours, 


Vandals caused hundreds of dollars worth of damage to the pumping 
stations and storage facilities. Damage to one of the tanks was so extensive 
that the Division had to remove it from the system, Anyone causing damage to 
a water supply system must realize he is tampering with Nature's most pre- 
cious commodity and endangering the health and welfare of the inhabitants, If 
apprehended, he should be punished in accordance with his deed. 


Many improvements were made to the system in the past few years, 
and upgrading will continue throughout 1974, 


The well at Pumping Station Number Two was cleaned and the pump 
overhauled, resulting in a greater yield from this installation. This well had 
been deteriorating over the past, and finally reached a point where it was of 
very little value to the Town. The results of the work performed were most 
satisfying and rewarding.

After twenty years on the Board, Frank J, Fleming retired. He held 
the position of Chairman from 1955 to 1970, and during that time, the library 
addition was planned and built , library book circulation increased by over one 
hundred thousand per year, and the library collection rose to over 47,000 vol- 
umes, 

On March 4, 1973, a reception was held to honor this man who had 
given so selflessly of his time and talents on behalf of the Sharon Public Library. 
As an additional tribute, a trust fund has been established in his name, 


Policy: It was voted to abolish out-of-town registration fees, and to give free 
service to residents of Massachusetts who could present a valid library card, 
The requirement for free state-wide library service had for some time been a 
prerequisite for State aid to libraries, but no steps had been taken for imple- 
mentation prior to this year. 


Maintenance anu Repair: Major leaks in the roof necessitated re-plastering 
and painting in the Adult Library. 

An ornamental wrought-iron fence was installed at the Children's 
Library entrance as part of a continuing program for protection of the grounds, 


State Aid: Sharon's Library received $4, 637.63 in State Aidin 1973, This 
aid (to qualifying libraries) is based on 37-1/2 cents per capita using the 1970 
census figures. To qualify, a library must have a State Registered Librarian 
on the staff, and expend at least $6.00 per capita for library services, In 
Sharon, it has been the practice to deduct State Aid money from the funds ap- 
propriated at Town Meeting for operation of the library, 


Trust Fund: The Library received a bequest of $1,000 in memory of John G, 
Phillips from the estate of Mary N, Phillips. John G, Phillips was one of the 
thirty-six original incorporators of the Sharon Public Library Association in 
1912. This group collected contributions from local people, and also solicited 
and acquired Carnegie Foundation funds for the purpose of erecting a library 
building, The original Sharon Public Library (presently the front or main por- 
tion) was built with these funds. 

Mr, Phillips, who was Chairman of the Trustees of the Sharon Pub- 
lic Library from 1911 to 1919, placed the cornerstone for the Library building 
on May 26, 1917. 


Library Collection: A Library book collection must be constantly updated and 
weeded to remove obsolete materials from the shelves, Discarded books are 
given to the Norfolk County Prison Library and the residue they cannot use 
are offered for sale at bargain prices to the general public, Money received 
from the book sale is used to purchase current material. 
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Times are Changing: A trend toward '"Non-Book" usage of the Library has 
been noted in recent years, The availability of a copying machine (on the prem- 
ises) with the convenience of being able to copy that portion of a book which is 
of interest rather than checking the book out, resulted in over 18,000 copies 
made in 1973, 

Thirty-five films were shown in the Children's Library, (some, 
more than once by popular demand), to over 400 Sharon residents, In addition, 
the Library borrowed films for showing before other Town organizations, 

Continuing education by adults has led to expansion and increased 
use of the reference resources, Public demand has also brought about an ex- 
pansion of the pamphlet, periodical, and record collections, 


Historical Collection: With the advent of the Bicentennial Era, heightened in- 
terest in the role Sharon played in the establishment of this country has re- 
quired access to documents in the historical collection located in the basement 
of the building, To meet this demand, the collection is being catalogued, and 
copies made of irreplaceable material for use by researchers, 


Gifts: Gifts to the Public Library have been many and varied. Several people 
have donated money as well as books, The following grateful acknowledgements 
are but some of the gifts received in 1973:

For the first three months of 1973, the Library was without the ser- 
vices of a professionally qualified Children's Librarian. Mrs, Gloria Noll re- 
signed in December of 1972, and a suitable replacement was not easily found, 
Mrs, June Pharmakis ably substituted, as did several other members of the 
staff, However, such services as Story Hours were discontinued temporarily. 


Mr, John Quartarone came at the end of March, He is a resident of 
Foxboro and is working toward his Master's degree in Library Science, 
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Mr, Quartarone has instituted a number of programs which have been 
attractive to the children, There have been Story Hours for 4- and 5-year olds} 
two different sessions, each with a capacity registration of thirty children, 


Film programs at which thirty-five different films were shown were 
not limited in attendance to children through the sixth grade - the audiences 
have included Golden Agers, as well as 2- and 3-year olds. The most popular 
film was. shown in conjunction with an exhibit loaned by the Boston Public Li- 
brary, entitled "Life on an Israeli Kibbutz", 


During the Summer, the reading program was designed to stimulate 
children to do 'more than read a book' - a number of activities were planned, 
These included a walk along the Massapoag Trail conducted by Mrs, James 
Simmons, a day on which the children made kites.. Another day, there was a 
pet show where several dogs and a worm (in a bottle!) were displayed. Several, 
children participated in a pottery-making project in which Mr, Quartarone was 
assisted by Mrs, Ruth White, Seventeen hundred books were read by 159 chil- 
dren. More than three hundred participated in the activities, 


The children also participated in two different puppet projects - they 
made the puppets, designed the scenery, and wrote the plays. The first play 
was given twice and was shown to audiences of about 60 eachtime. The second 
was shown once to an enthusiastic audience of more than 80, 


Mr. Quartarone visited all the Schools, met all the Librarians, and 
visited a number of classes in each school, Many classes have also visited the 
Library for introduction to the Children's room, 


In a cooperative program with the Intermediate School, Mr. Leonard 
Greenfield and Mrs, Elaine Shreiber brought their sixth grade classes for in- 
struction in the use of the Public Library andits materials. Several trips to 
the Library and much work on the students' parts are required, 


The Adult Department has not been idle. Inventorying of the collec- 
tion is a continuing project, and a start has been made on cataloguing the his- 
torical material, As mentioned in the Trustees' Report, much of the latter has 
been photo-copied for more available public use, 


The Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library's Bookmobile broke 
down in January, so Sharon no longer enjoys its monthly visits. However, oc- 
casionally the regional office sends a deposit of books so the Library does have 
a changing collection, although not nearly as extensive as formerly, 


There is daily delivery service from the Thomas Crane Public Li- 
brary in Quincy. Last year seven hundred and fifty-three inter-library loans 
were requested. In addition, one hundred forty-seven films were borrowed 
from the Boston Public Library for use by organizations in the Town, Thirty- 
five of these were shown in the Children's room, 


The Library was open a total of 290 days in 1973, Some were only 
part days due to power failure or intense heat. More than 300 people signed a 
petition (prepared by a patron) requesting that air conditioning be installed in 
the building, 


The staff has given talks to various groups and has attended meetings 
of the Massachusetts Library Association as well as meetings in specialized 
areas - such as the Young Adult Book Reviewing Group, the Sandwich Club for 
Children's Librarians, and the Greater Boston Public Library Directors' Group, 
All have been stimulating for the Staff, who have returned with many good ideas 
for better service to Sharon's residents, 
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The American Heritage Group of the Fortnightly Club of Sharon met 
once a month in the Children's Room, The Staff enjoys their visits, and they 


have been very generous to the Library,

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The Historic District Commission received a request from the First 
Congregational Church for permission to apply white vinyl clapboards over the 
existing clapboards on the Church and Parsonage, This request was based on 
a long history of problems with the clapboards - within a year after a new paint 
job, serious peeling would develop, detracting from the appearance and leaving 
the wood unprotected, This problem was becoming a hardship for the Church 
and the best solution seemed to be to cover the existing clapboards with vinyl 
clapboards, from appearance, protection and financial viewpoints, 


After a public hearing on May 24, and consideration by the Commis- 
sion, a Certificate of Hardship was issued to permit the application of vinyl 
clapboards over existing clapboards only - the columns, window casings, trim 
and match-board front to remain painted, 


The Historical Commission met with Mrs, George Amadon, Survey 
Director of Preservation Planning of the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion, for a review of our work to date, and also for assistance in the prepara- 
tion of applications to include the Sharon Historic District and Cobb's Tavern 
in the National Register of Historic Places. These applications have now been 
filed with the Massachusetts Historical Commission for their approval and 
subsequent submission to Washington, 


On May 19, the Historical Commission was host at the Sharon 
Community Center for a Regional Preservation Workshop sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, This included Southern Middlesex, 
Norfolk, Suffolk, Northern Bristol and Northern Plymouth Counties, 


The Historical Commission is working closely with the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission in the preparation of the latters' plans,

Two years - 1971 and 1972 - of intensive and extensive work cul- 
minated in May 1973 with Ground Breaking Ceremonies and the start of 
construction of six buildings for an Elderly Housing Project, funded by the 
Commonwealth Department of Community Affairs, 


There are two clusters of three buildings, comprising sixty-four 
apartments. One apartment in each building is specially arranged for handi- 
capped persons. 


Construction is expected to be completed in 1974, but no dates 
for occupancy will be set until about mid-1974 - and no applications can be 
accepted until those dates are known. Full publicity will be given at that 
time. 


The Housing Authority lost one of its valued members in 1973, 
with the untimely death of Willis F, Hickes, its Chairman. As a lasting 
reminder of our appreciation for his leadership and work for the Project, 
the Authority voted to name the community building the "Willis F. Hickes 
Community Building". 


As 1973 closed, the Community Building was taking shape and 
the six apartment buildings were up and enclosed. The total contract was 
better than 50% completed in spite of the unfavorable weather in the first 
half of the year. 


In the latter part of the year, the Department of Community 
Affairs (DCA) granted the Authority additional funds for the Rental Assis- 
tance Program - to assist persons or families of low income with a portion 
of their rental needs. The Authority will be assisting six persons or fam- 
ilies in 1974, compared to one in 1973. Inspection of facilities under con- 
sideration is made by the cognizant Town Departments for approval prior 
to occupancy. Results are reviewed by the DCA and permission granted 
to proceed, 


The Sharon Housing Authority looks forward to another useful 
and busy year in 1974, We offer our grateful appreciation to all those 
Town Departments which have provided assistance, guidance and services 
in 1973,

During 1973, a new dimension was added to the duties of the Con- 
servation Commission as a result of legislation which replaced the 1965 Hatch 
Act, Under the provisions of the 1972 Wetlands Protection Act, Conservation 
Commissions were invested with the responsibility to hold public hearings and 
to make determinations regarding the environmental effect of any proposed 
alteration of a wetland or waterway, Further, the Commissions are charged 
to impose conditions which will help to protect the endangered natural resource, 


To determine whether proposed development plans would encroach 
upon wetlands or streams, Commissioners made twelve site inspections; sub- 
sequently, we conducted four hearings to obtain and evaluate pertinent environ- 
mental impact information, 


The land acquisition program of the Commission continued through- 
out the year. We completed the transfer to the Town of two parcels totalling 
65+ acres - both including important wetlands, Applications for reimbursement 
of one half the purchase price from the Massachusetts Self-Help Conservation 
Fund have been filed with the Department of Natural Resources, During the 
year, reimbursement of $12,500 was received, This represented one half the 
cost of land adjacent to the Community Center and South Beach, acquired for 
the Town in 1972, Negotiations for Conservation Land continue on several 
fronts; the Commission actively solicits offers of appropriate land by gift, con- 
servation easement, and sale. 


As predicted, cluster zoning has become an effective instrument 
for adding to Sharon's open space inventory. Subdivision plans submitted to the 
Planning Board are reviewed by the Commission for the protection of wetlands 
from alteration, and the suitability of designated "common land" as conserva- 
tion land, The Commission cooperated with the Towns of Walpole and Foxboro 
in an effort to move Norfolk County to acquire through the County's conserva- 
tion funds critical wetlands bordering School Meadow Brook and Canoe River, 
respectively. These areas require a regional approach for effective protection. 
Success to date is minimal, 


To encourage conservation education, the Commission awards an 
annual campership to the Massachusetts Junior Conservation Camp in Spencer 
State Forest. This past year's camper was Craig Osgood, We intend to con- 
tinue this practice, and invite interested candidates who will be tween 14 and 17 
on July first, to apply. 


The Department of Public Works was very helpful in maintaining the 
Massapoag Trail. We encourage Sharonites and their friends, for whom this 
naturally beautiful walkway was developed, to use and enjoy the Trail, 


The Commission met with Town officials to express concern and as- 
sist with problems related to gypsy moth infestation, aerial pesticide spraying, 
‘water sodium chloride content, and other matters affecting local natural re- 
sources. We were also represented at meetings with the Coordinating Council, 
Planning Board, Appeal Board, Industrial Commission, Advisory Committee 
for Sacred Heart property, Board of Selectmen. We have met with and partici- 
pated in activities with the Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources, 
Norfolk County Engineers, Norfolk Conservation District, Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, Neponset Conservation Association, Mass, Association of 
Conservation Commissions, Audubon Society, Massachusetts Law Foundation, 
Friends of Borderland, and like-minded organizations and agencies, 


Currently, a comprehensive inventory of Conservation Land is 
being compiled. When completed, we hope to make available a mapped and 
listed catalogue of all land holdings, their areas, costs and sources,

Since Jim Pirie's departure from Sharon, the Council has continued 
the successful programs and policies established under his chairmanship, 
pending appraisal of our current studies of the needs of the older persons 
in the community in order to broaden the scope of our activities. Some of 
these studies are conducted in conjunction with local volunteer groups, and 
it is expected that 1974 will see us working cooperatively with such groups. 


Most of our current endeavors are implemented by the Recreation 
Department, to which we extend our deepest gratitude for its never-failing 
interest and willingness, 


Principal activities of 1973 have included a number of excursions to 
various points of interest, including a Fall foliage trip; our regular Thurs- 
day morning Drop-In Center; luncheons - both indoor and outdoor; holiday 
parties; and joint picnics with nearby Senior Citizen groups. We have also 
hosted other Councils, including a large delegation from Marlboro led by 
Jim Pirie, We are presently hard at work preparing for a variety show to 
be held January 19, 1974 - "SENIORS ON THE GO", directed by Pat Dutton.

It has always been our goal to meet the ever-growing recreational 
needs of the young, adult and senior citizens of the community, keeping in mind 
a quality program with minimal costs, Many activities revolve around the Cen- 
ter facility, while others continue to take place at Town playground areas, Lake 
Massapoag, Town skating areas, school facilities (tennis courts & gyms), as 
well as other available recreation facilities. 


We hope we were able to provide some personal satisfaction to the 
residents of Sharon through leisure-time activities - athletics, social recreation, 
the arts, hobbies, or special-interest clubs. If we were successful in improv- 
ing the quality of life for any of Sharon's people, then we performed an impor- 
tant part of our assigned task, 


Many thanks to the Recreation Committee and the Board of Select- 
men for their continued support and confidence. They spent many hours study- 
ing, evaluating, and improving the quality of recreation needed. We appreciate 
their active participation. We also thank the School, Police, Public Works, 
Fire and Engineering Departments for their cooperation, This kind of help is 
a necessity, especially when it might eliminate duplication of spending. 


A heavy burden of supervision and support was greatly relieve by 
the assistance of many volunteers, who have played a very large part in our pro- 
gram for the past five years. Our appreciation to all who donated their time and 
efforts to better the Recreation program and facilities, 


With rapid growth in leisure time, shorter working hours (along with 
increased discretionary incomes and gas shortages), pressure for additional 
park and recreation programs and facilities may possibly increase in the years 
to come. We look forward to the continuation of challenging opportunities 1974 
will present for future years toward satisfying more residents through good pro- 
grams, leadership and safe facilities. 


Getting People Together - Without a doubt, the most effective single highlight 

of 1973 was getting people together through leisure-time activities or community 
functions, The challenge of getting residents involved was one of our most impor- 
tant responsibilities, The opportunity to deal with so many different people of 
all ages was a rewarding experience for our flexible staff. 


New Programs - Some of the new programs instituted were Judo, Dog Obedience, 
Music for Pre-Schoolers, Pre-School Swimming, Senior Citizens' Drop-In Cen- 
ter, Job Referral for Teenagers, Youth Karate, Israeli Folk Dancing, Family 
Night at the Playground, Basketball League for Hignu School boys, Indoor Tennis, 
Art Festival, Creative Workshop, Third Grade Basketball, and many special- 
interest and hobby clubs, 


Popular Programs - Some of the programs involved so numbers of partici- 
pants: Swimming - 1000; Baseball - 500; Basketball - 300; Teenage Dances - 
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200-300; Teenage Halloween Party - 500-700; Girls' Dancing - 250; Karate - 
55 adults and 45 youth; Women's Physical Fitness - 45; Tiny Tot Recreation - 
80; Senior Citizens' Drop-In - 75; Teenage Bowling - 60; Playground - 800- 
1000; Gymnastics - 220; Yoga - 40; Sailing - 96; Arts & Crafts - 200; Men's 
Softball - 180; Outdoor Tennis - 250; Small Fry Fishing Derby - 250, Another 
popular activity is the Special Event program, attracting many participants, 


Award of Merit - The Recreation Department was presented an Award of Merit 
last year from the Sports Foundation, Inc., of Chicago, - for excellence in the 
field of Park and Recreation Management in the Class 5 competition (communi- 
ties with populations of up to 20,000 people). We were nominated by Ortin's 
Sporting Goods of Norwood, 


Field Work Student - We were fortunate to have a Field Work Student, Sharon 
Lessard, for a period of ten weeks during 1973, Her goal was to study the total 
operation of a municipal Recreation Department, and she also provided help to 
the staff by assisting in many of the programs. Sharon was a student at North- 
eastern University, majoring in Recreation, 


Personnel Changes - Program Director Dennis Mullen left Sharon to accept the 
position of Recreation Director in Concord, and John Connors, Jr, was promo- 
ted to Program Director in December. 

Reverend James Pirie, Recreation Committee member and Chair- 
man of the Council on Aging, accepted a new position as Executive Director of 
the Marlboro (Massachusetts) Council on Aging, and moved to that town. 


In Memory - We were saddened by the passing of Mr, Arthur McGeown, Care- 
taker of the Community Center. He is greatly missed by all of us, 

We also sincerely regret the loss of two others involved in recrea~- 
tion - Mr. John Dryden, President of the Sharon Red Devils, and Mr, Emil 
Reubens, Chess Instructor at the Community Center. Both gentlemen enjoyed 
teaching their skills to the youth of Sharon, 


"This is Your Life'' - One of the most popular Senior Citizens' Special Events 
was our "This is Your Life - Michael A. Ahern" program for one of our most 
active Seniors, It was held at the Community Center in April and received 
front page coverage in the Boston Globe as well as nation-wide recognition in 
the National Recreation & Parks ymca It was certainly a night Mike Ahern 
will never forget! 


Recreation Department Van - A van was purchased for the purpose of moving 
equipment and supplies, and for doing the many various errands performed by 
the staff, 


Art Festival - This year we sponsored the Sharon Arts Festival - the theme 
being "Re-Create in '73", It included band concerts, creative games, art ex- 
hibits, folk dancing, a dance recital, pony rides, and a choral presentation by 
the Sharon Chorus led by Director Ann Hughes, Approximately 700 residents 
attended the day-long Festival. 


Cooperation with Organizations - As before, the Department provided extensive 
cooperation with other organizations sponsoring recreational programs; i.e., 
Red Devils, Civic Foundation, Jaycees, Boosters' Club, Rotary Club, Fish & 
Game Club, Massapoag Sportsmen's Club, Junior Fortnightly Club, Knights of 
Pythias, Independence Day Celebration Committee, Youth Hockey, Policemen's 
Association, Youth Council, School Department and many others, 


Aquatic School Scholarship - An Aquatic School Scholarship was set up in the 
memory of Carol L, Elson who drowned in a tragic accident at the end of May. 
Since she always enjoyed swimming and was a very active girl, her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. David B. Elson established this memorial fund in her name, The 
Scholarship will annually provide payment of tuition to the National Aquatic 
School - a ten-day American National Red Cross Swimming School - for a life- 
guard who wishes to train for qualification as a Water Safety Instructor, The 
first recipient of this award was Patrick Duffy. 
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Teenage Programs - The Youth Council - a Board of twenty teenagers - were 
very much involved in the planning of all teenage recreational programs, Some 
of the activities included dances, Drop-In Center, Halloween party, an open 
gym program, a Job Referral Service, concerts, parties, goodwill projects and 
Special Events, 


Testimonials - Two Testimonials were held at the Center during 1973 - Rever- 
end James Pirie, member of both the Recreation Committee and Council on 
Aging; and Albert R. Horan, Sharon's Police Chief, Both events were very well 
attended, 


Good Work!- Any success our Department has enjoyed this past year was due 

to a hard-working staff - both paid and volunteer - who contributed in so many 
different ways above and beyond the call of duty. Not only were they trained in 
various skills, but also had to be a little bit ‘policeman’, 'social worker', 'doc- 
tor', and 'parent'. Understanding children's problems, fears, likes, and dis- 
likes helped to make a program more than just a play experience. The long and 
involved process of staff selection paid off with a dedicated and enthusiastic 
group of people who are always ready to serve the youth, adults and seniors 
alike, 


Seniors - On the Go - One of the most satisfying highlights of 1973 was the in- 
volvement of our Golden Agers and Senior Citizens in the recreation program, 
We found out that Seniors are not "over the hill" and life does not end at 65, It 
is the beginning of a new era - an era in which Senior Citizens become more 
and more involved each day in leisure-time activities. The elderly in Sharon 
enjoyed the use of the Center for parties, Drop-In Center, luncheons, shows, 
cookouts, and many other functions, They were especially pleased by a New 
Year's Dinner Party, a Fall foliage trip, a Christmas/Chanukah party, a Thanks- 
giving party, trips, boat rides, a Valentine party, variety show rehearsals, af- 
ghan making, and a Halloween party. 

A most exciting accomplishment was the First place award in the 
Fourth of July parade for the Seniors' float, so beautifully decorated by the 
Youth Council, 


Community Center Use - Throughout the year, a total of fifty local organizations 
used Center facilities for meetings, activities and functions, Community Center 
means - ''Getting Together".

Use is made of municipal parks, public buildings and school plants, as may be 
appropriate on a scheduled basis; 


The governing body has passed a resolution or ordinance defining department 
powers and relationships; 

There is an officially established citizen board with advisory powers to recom- 
ment policy to the Board of Selectmen; 

There are departmental policies, in writing, on such matters as relationships 
with private agencies, the imposition of fees and charges and the handling of 
operating income; 

There is an appropriate record system for preserving data on finances, per- 
sonnel, properties, programs, legal matters, and accidents; 


The department executive is employed full-time and year-round in recreation, 
has a baccalaureate or higher degree from an accredited institution or is 
qualified by academic preparation or experience for administrative leader- 
ship in recreation; 

There is a-clear definition in writing of administrative authority and responsi- 
bility; 

There is a periodic evaluation of all personnel on an objective basis; © 

There is continuing in-service education program for all personnel; 

There is a clear policy in writing on the rights and obligations of department 
employees in respect to vacation, leaves of absence, tenure, and other bene- 
fits of employment as set by the Personnel Board; 

There are sufficient clerical and maintenance employees to permit the profes- 
sional staff to function at its best and highest level; 

There are written job descriptions for all full-time employees of the department 

An official budget of departmental income and expenditure is adopted annually; 

There is a regular provision for expenditures for capital improvement; 


Departmental services are regularly publicized by means of the news media and 
informational bulletins ; 

An annual report is furnished to the public; 

A library of resource materials in recreation is made available for use of the 
department staff and the public; 

The importance and techniques of good public relations is included in the pre- 
service and in-service education of department personnel; 

The department staff is encourage to participate actively in community and ser- 
vice organizations; and, 

The department makes it clear that constructive criticism is welcome, 


Goals for the Future: Some goals and needs to be implemented as future short- 
and long-range plans are as follows: 


1, Continued improvement and expansion of leisure time activities for all resi- 
dents. 

2, Continued improvement and development of the Community Center Building, 
3. Outside lighting for night recreational activities, 

4, Improve the Town beaches and picnic area facilities, 

5. Relocation of the Community Center Road to separate the vehicular and pe- 
destrian traffic. 

6. Commence a town-wide reconstruction and maintenance program for all 
athletic fields in Town. 

7. Relocate Beach Street across the Scott property in order to provide better 
access to the boat-launching area located at the corner of Pond and Beach 
Streets, 

8, Complete some of the recommendations in the Lake Massapoag Master Plan, 
9, Develop additional parking for the Community Center Beach, 

10, Permanent bath house at the Community Center Beach, 

11. Acquire the Sacred Heart property for the utilization of a much-needed ska- 
ting pond, a multi-purpose field area, and the beachfront facility. 

12, Provide more programs for girls. 
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13. Continue to coordinate and cooperate with local groups and organizations 
sponsoring recreation programs in order to eliminate duplication and encourage 
groups to provide and sponsor their own activities. 

14, Purchase a grass-cutting machine, 

15. Provide more programs for the ill and handicapped of the Community. 

16. Make recreation opportunities within the financial abilities of all people. 
17. Provide opportunities for co-recreational activities, 

18. Encourage more use of Schools, 

19, Study the personnel organization of the Recreation Department to improve 
and increase the operational efficiency of the Department. 

20. Keep abreast of available federal funds for recreation programs and facil- 
ities, 

21, Study the possibilities of increased bicycle trails, 

22, Provide storage area for the Community Center Beach, 

23. Improve the Tennis program and use of the tennis facilities in the Town, 
24, Improve the safety procedures for ice skating in the Town, 

25, Provide a community calendar at the Community Center, listing all acti- 
vities and functions taking place in the Community - a clearing house for dates, 
times, and activities to eliminate conflicts,

(3) Historic Tours (houses and sites) and Plaques (affixation at historic places) 


(1) above represents "Horizons '76'' - commemmoration of the past by 
establishment of something of lasting value to the community. 

(2) represents ''Festival USA" - inviting all Townspeople to "become 
involved" in the celebration activities. 

(3) represents "Heritage '76"' - again inviting all Townspeople - this 
time to consider Sharon's part in the American Revolution,

responded by appointing one or more of their membership as liaison with our 
group. We expect that 1974 will be a busy and productive year working with 
these enthusiastic citizens and cordially invite a similar response from anyother 
interested Sharonites.

During this, the fifth year of this Committee's activities, the 
initial objectives of the group were nearing completion and a report to the 
Town was being prepared, providing recommendations for continuing Lake 
management, The Committee's activities focused primarily on the problem 
of increased weed concentrations and on preventative action to reduce nutrient 
inputs to the Lake waters, thereby slowing its aging process, 


The Department of Public Works completed construction of a 
water control structure in the causeway separating the swamp (adjacent to 
the Community Center) from the Lake. This facility is intended to help reduce 
weed infiltration and seeding into the Lake since the swamp is thickly infested 
with weeds. The structure was initially recommended in the Spring of 1969 
by the State biologist. 


Committee member Ron Gordon completed a second underwater 
survey of weed concentrations on the Lake bottom and found an increase of 
about 10-15% over the initial survey results made in 1969, During the Summer 
of 1973, an attempt was made to continue monitoring weed deposition on the 
shoreline, After one major storm in early July, several truckloads of weeds 
were removed from the Memorial Park beach, Following that incident, minor 
amounts were observed during the remaining Summer season, However, float- 
ing pieces of weed continue to be a nuisance during the entire outdoor recrea- 
tional season. 


The Committee has decided to actively pursue weed removal pro- 
grams for sections of the Lake, particularly in areas where weeds severly 
hamper recreational activities, such as at the Community Center beach, Al- 
ternative weed cutting approaches are being investigated and plans are under 
way for having volunteer skin divers manually pull weeds from areas of high 
concentration and recreational usage in the Spring of 1974, 


The Committee cooperated with the Solid Waste Disposal Commit- 
tee in the development of a plan for the sanitary landfill disposal area, Al- 
though attempts have been made to improve the quality of water drainage from 
the landfill site to the Lake, observations at the end of 1973 indicate that the 
water quality continues to be deteriorated. This situation, which has existed 
for several years, does not seem to offer improved prospects for the future, 
Relocation of the sanitary landfill site out of the Lake watershed appears to be 
the single most satisfactory solution, 


The Committee also cooperated with the Planning Board on the 


Lake shoreline study and the Board of Selectmen on evaluation of the Sacred 
Heart property and the Summer bacterial testing program. 
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During 1974, we will continue to monitor changes in the Lake 
and "represent" the Lake and speak out in its behalf, Perhaps the single 
most important task of this Committee, is to alert the Town and develop- 
mental interests of the sensitivity and value of this, our most important 
resource, 


During the decision-making process concerning changes to the 
Lake or its watershed, it may be sobering to consider the possibility of a 
dead Lake Massapoag, covered with green algae, choked with weeds, the 
smell from dead algae rotting on the shores, - and aesthetically unsuitable 
for recreational use,

Metropolitan Area Planning Council 


George B. Bailey, Sharon Representative 


During the 1960's, the Federal Government established metropoli- 
tan and areawide clearing houses to coordinate applications by local governmen- 
tal agencies for federal financial aid. The MAPC, now responsible for Boston 
and 99 Cities and Towns (the City of Brockton having withdrawn in 1973), is 
such an agency, Transportation, Open Space, Housing, Sewer and Water, 
and Airport plans and projections were all prepared and "accepted" by the 
Council in the years since its establishment, 


"The Use of Land", the Rockefeller Brothers Fund report published 
in 1973, sums up the situation: 'But Federal encouragements to regional plan- 
ning were less effective than their proponents had hoped, for they depended on 
agencies with more responsibility than authority. The typical ... regional 
planning agency has few real powers to control major land-use decisions, In 
many areas metropolitan planning has resulted in improved information ex- 
change among governments, But rare is the area where advisory bodies have 
significantly affected the direction of urbanization, the conservation of environ- 
mentally critical land, or local acceptance of publicly assisted housing,"' 


In our region, suburban growth continued in a dispersed, random 
pattern with especially intense growth along existing highways, at interchanges 
and at community boundaries, When Sharon and Foxboro made a joint request 
(carefully drawn and documented) for a regional impact study of the 700-or- 
more acre Simeone project, the Council could only promise mapping of exist- 
ing soil maps, natural resource studies, and the Council's own general evalua- 
tion of open space opportunities, A letter was received in May and accompany- 
ing maps were received in January of 1974, No regional impact comment was 
given, The Council staff did aid the Planning Board in March by providing data 
useful in its report on Planned Residental Development. 


Pressure for a regional government to supply regional services, 
such as MBTA, MDC water and sewage, parks, solid waste disposal, and pos- 
sibly public safety, has been felt at the State House, MAPC has studied region- 
al organization fot several years, but this year, its proposed legislation was 
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rejected by the Council members in November. Your Representative voted in 
the negative, noting that the proposed structure was not sufficiently locally rep+ 
resentative and that it lacked the power to review local zoning decisions which 
have regional impact, A carefully developed bill providing for a Boston region- 
al government has been filed by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, 


State regions, developed by the Governor's staff, have drawn crit- 
icism from the Council staff, not always deserved. While districts which are 
non-contiguous with regional lines, often simply for reasons of precedent, make 
little sense, a set of districts within the MAPC region is quite logical when the 
populations of the area (60% of the State population). is considered, 


Funds for the agency diminished to a new low in this fiscal year to 
$350,000, $150,000 from a five cent per capita local assessment and the re- 
mainder from federal agencies, In December, the Council voted to request the 
Legislature to raise the local assessment to 25¢ per capita. Also State Aid 
will again be sought from the Legislature, 


Your Representative was once again appointed to the Program Com+ 
mittee, the Technical Advisory Committee on Open Space, and the technical ad+ 
visory committee on transportation which also results in membership on the 
Joint Regional Transportation Committee. The latter is the inter-agency Ad- 
visory Committee (Executive Office of Transportation and Construction, Mass, 
DPW, MBTA and MAPC) with representatives of cities and towns and citizens' 
groups, which must review and comment on all transportation programs in the 
region which are State or federally funded, JRTC meetings were held a:must 
weekly in the initial stages of its operations and is a most interesting and chal- 
lenging experience, Subcommittees on the TOPICS program (which I Chaired) 
and Land Use Impact (which I initiated) met to bring citizen participation into 
these areas of transportation planning. Southwest Corridor transit and rail com- 
muter programs as well as the Route 27 relocation study are being closely fol- 
lowed by your Representative. If the JRTC concept succeeds, the concept of 
the 1962 Highway Act, continuing, comprehensive, and cooperative transporta- 
tion planning, will begin to have meaning. 


In April, the representatives of the Towns in the region re-elected 
your Representative to the Council's Executive Committee. My efforts are 
presently directed toward increasing the power of the Executive Committee and 
directing the Council to begin the educative process of understanding the dangers 
in the present growth trends of the region through greater local involvement,

1973 was a very fruitful year for the Development & Industrial 
Commission, Several things happened in our industrial areas: 


1. A 36,000 square foot building was constructed and occupied 
by Foreign Auto Parts, Inc., headquarters for a zoned distribu- 
tion warehouse and a data processing center. 


2. A 36,000 square foot building is now under construction by 
V J Corporation. 


3. A 30,000 square foot building was purchased by Cabco Co, 
from Nordblom Company and is now being used as a warehouse 
distribution center. 


4, A 15,000 square foot building has been proposed by Reliable 
Fence Company. This will be constructed at the present site of 
Sharon Fence, pending the outcome of Town Meeting Action on 
our proposed by-law change. 


5. A 15,000 square foot building expansion proposal has been 
submitted by Metal Bellows. 


6. A 110-acre-industrial campus has been proposed by Simeone 
Corporation, again pending outcome of Town Meeting action on 
a proposed zoning change, 


If Town Meeting action is favorable on our proposed changes, we feel a signi- 


ficant trend will be set toward lessening the homeowners' share of the property 
tax burden,

The Planning Board met for 35 formal meetings in 1973 for which 
Minutes were recorded, On many occasions, members of the Citizens' Advis- 
ory Council met with the Board to express their opinions on planning issues 
under discussion and were of special assistance in responding to the Lake Mas- 
sapoag Master Plan which was completed this year, We are grateful to Lee 
Blank, who served as coordinator for the Council, and to other members in- 
cluding Walter Newman, Edwin Little, Alfred Glassman, Elizabeth Skelton, 
Robert Ziegler, William Fox, Jean Risley, and David Clapp. Two former 
members of the Advisory Council have transferred to positions on other Town 
Boards - Janice Adler to the Conservation Commission and Edward Lyons to 
the Planning Board. On October 1, Leonard J. Sacco resigned from the Board 
and the Selectmen and the Planning Board met jointly to elect Edward Lyons to 
fill the vacancy until the April Annual Election, 


Update of the Comprehensive Plan: Thomas Associates, Division 
of Universal Engineering Corp. of Boston, completed the second and third 
phases of the Master Plan dealing with ''Planning Goals, Policies and Standards" 
and a projection of Planning Programs, 1973-1978, These were studied by the 
Board and a report was submitted by the Citizens Advisory Council discussing 
priorities. Since then, Thomas Associates has proposed three further studies; 
"Vacant Land", "Population", and ''Housing", 


Also under consideration in 1973 were proposals for studies on the 
"Impact of Higher Density Zoning" as experienced in other suburban communi- 
ties. Thomas Associates and the Planning Services Group offered their ser- 
vices to study this topic. 


Decision on a further update of the Master Plan has been delayed 
due to development pressures occurring in the course of the year, 


Motels and Hotels in the Light Industrial District: The Board 
worked with the Industrial Development Commission to develop a By-Law per- 
mitting the construction of motels and hotels in the Light Industrial District. 
The 1974 Annual Town Meeting will have the opportunity to vote on this change. 


Apartments in the Business "'A'' District: The Board of Appeals 


was presented with further applications for apartment development in the Cen- 
tral Business District this year. Due to this pressure, and consideration of 
recent experience with apartments near the Square, the Planning Board decided 
to re-examine the original reports and memoranda relating to establishment of 
such zoning, The Planning Services Group of Cambridge was retained to advise 
in the re-writing of the By-Law in order to decrease the density permitted for 
future apartments, to allow for more open space on the lots, and to require site 
plan review by the Planning Board and Board of Appeals before approval of fur- 
ther apartment development, The 1974 Annual Town Meeting will vote on this. 


Foxboro/Sharon Borderlands: The Sharon Planning Board continued 
meetings with the Foxboro Planning Board relating to our mutual interest in the 
750-acre Simeone land which is located approximately half in each Town, Some 
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maps of the area have been prepared by the Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
combining Foxboro and Sharon information from the Soil Conservation Service 
Maps, the U.S. Geodetic Survey, the MAPC Open Space Study, and other data 
previously available. 


In December, the Board was given a comprehensive study and con- 
cept plan prepared for Mr, Simeone by Burke Ketcham, Planner, The Indus- 
trial and Development Commission will be asking the 1974 Annual Town Meeting 
to vote on a proposal for rezoning 120 acres directly abutting the Foxboro por- 
tion of the Simeone land for Light Industrial use. The same conditions applying 
to the Light Industrial District along Route 1 would then automatically apply to 
the Simeone land, Also proposed is a rezoning of 20 acres behind the BPM 
Shopping area to the Business "B" District, A 90 foot wide roadway would ex- 
tend from South Main Street and Holly Lane across the Sharon portion of the 
land and into the Foxboro section, The concept plan presently projects Planned 
Unit Development for most of the Foxboro land; however, the Foxboro Planning 
Board has expressed its preference for Industrial zoning so long as traffic on 
Foxboro streets is not aproblem. The Town of Sharon has no control over 
questions relating to Foxboro's zoning, nor can it prevent Foxboro traffic from 
entering Sharon's streets and ways. 


Billings Brook, Gavins Pond and Smith Pond present a natural 
greenbelt through the center of the Simeone land, and they are so shown on the 
concept plan, The projected 90 foot roadway runs through the center of this 
green area, Also located in the greenbelt are Sharon and Foxboro well sites 
which must be offered ample protection, 


Because of the complexity of the future impact on the Town of 
Sharon, the Planning Board is considering a study by the Planning Services 
Group relating to the costs and revenues produced by the proposed zoning 
changes, the environmental impact, the effect of increased volumes of traffic 
on South Main Street and the Square (particularly at peak service hours), and 
how these factors may vary should Foxboro choose other alternatives than 
those proposed in the concept plan. It is unlikely that full data will be available 
by Town Meeting in April 1974. 


Lake Massapoag Recreation Master Plan: After continued meetings 
with the Recreation Committee and other Town boards, the Lake Massapoag 
Recreational Master Plan was completed in June, 1973. It was prepared by 
John Kissida, through the University of Massachusetts Department of Landscape 
Architecture and Regional Planning, and has proved to be an excellent reference 
source for questions relating to roads and walkways around the lake, proposals 
for recreational use, and general improvement of this valuable resource, 


Further consideration of some of the proposals will be given in the 
coming year with the Recreation Committee, Citizens Advisory Council, Lake 
Management Study Committee, Conservation Commission and other interested 
groups and individuals,

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SUBDIVISION CONTROL 
Plans Not Requiring Subdivision Approval; The Board is required 


by law to endorse plans showing lot(s) which have sufficient frontage on a pub- 
lic way. Such plans are then recorded at the Registry of Deeds as "Approval 
Under Subdivision Control Law Not Required", 


During 1973 our records indicate that fifty plans were so endorsed, 
Many of these plans were of existing lots or parcels. However, there were 
created by these plans thirty-seven new legal building lots. 


Subdivision Control: During 1973 the Board reviewed and approved 
definitive subdivision plans covering 33 acres with a total of 29 house lots. 


The number of building permits issued for new construction was 97 
as compared with 77 in 1972 and the total number of permits was 266 compared 
with 252 in 1972. 


In addition, 1973 saw $350,000 worth of road construction com- 
pleted within subdivision, which is about the same as in 1972,

This year, many more energy-conscious Americans joined their 
pollution-minded countrymen in support of the philosophy of public transporta- 
tion, First, the Congress enacted the Federal Highway Act of 1973 to allow 
"Interstate transfer" of funds, previously allocated to Interstate highway sys- 
tems, to mass-transit programs (although not yet touching gas tax revenues). 
Then, late in the year, the Nixon Administration indicated willingness to fund 
some transit operating costs with federal funds. 


Rail Commuter Service Improved: Sharon's MBTA-funded rail 
commuter service operated by the Penn-Central improved its reliability accor- 
ding to all observers. Representatives of the five most actively concerned 
towns (Sharon, Needham, Norwood, Canton, Wollaston) served by the Penn- 
Central met several times with its management, on the last occasion examin- 
ing ten stainless steel-clad cars (less than 20 years old, therefore 'new") 
which were added in December to the fleet of hardy veterans now in service. 
There is now a nationwide shortage of passenger cars so few more transfers 
from the New York City service are promised, A 20% increase in passengers 
(experienced in the last quarter) will require continued use of all present equip- 
ment, 


Local Board Actions: The Board met several times during the year. 
It voted to support the Governor's MBTA funding and Reorganization Plan (rec- 
ommended by the Executive Recess Commission on MBTA). In December, it 
began several actions to deal with local problems: (l) to seek. adequate bicycle 
storage facilities at the Station; (2) review of possible bus service in the town; 
(d) suggested modification of school bus stops to reduce use by those less than 
1 mile from school and to urge programs to discourage unnecessary student 
use of automobiles; (4) action to participate in the Joint Regional Transporta- 
tion Committee's planning review of Southwest corridor options; (5) review 
need for traffic signals at Post Office Square and changes at dangerous inter- 
sections, such as Walpole Street and Route 1; (6) consider establishment of a 
commuter car pool data bank for use of residents not served by public transit 
using the commuter survey the Board is authorized and funded to make this 
fiscal year, 


MBTA Assessment: The cost of MBTA service increased overall 
(although there was a slight decrease in passenger miles) from about $75 mil- 
lion to $91 million, and Sharon's share went from a 1972 cost of $145,000 to 
$168,000, However, after fiscal year 1973, there will be a substantial reduc- 
tion in cost to the Sharon real estate taxpayer. This is a result of a reorgani- 
zation bill passed by the Legislature in November, which voted $50 million in 
State assistance in return for budget review by the Executive Office of Trans- 
portation and Construction, gubernortorial appointment of a full-time MBTA 
Board Chairman (in 1975), and establishment of budget analyst staff for the 
Advisory Board for the first time. Planning also goes to EOTC in 1975 where 
it will be given the same open and participatory study as highway programs 
must now receive. For the first time, commuter rail programs were voted 
capital monies, the equivalent of $100 million (including federal participation) 
for equipment, acquisition of rights-of-way, and electrification (such as rec- 
ommended by the Dyer report. 
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MBTA Advisory Board: Sharon's votes (1.23) on the Advisory 
Board were exercised at each of the eight formal meetings held during the 
year. The designee of the Selectmen, George B. Bailey, was also a member 
of the Governor's Recess Commission on Administration and Finance of the 
MBTA, and took an active role in support of the Commission's recommenda- 
tions abolishing the Board of Directors and giving professional budget analysis 
assistance to the Advisory Board, The Board extended rail commuter service 
on a month-to-month basis from August through December, at full cost to the 
Cities and Towns (Boston bearing the largest share) while the 50% legislation 
was being considered on Beacon Hill. It sought, but did not receive, an in- 
crease in productivity from the employees through the Board of Directors and 
censured the Board in November, The Town's representative voted to approve 
the 1974 calendar year budget including the compulsory arbitration award of 
full dental insurance costs, while signifying opposition to this benefit, since 
defeat of the budget could have resulted in a strike January 7, Much remains 
to be done in improving MBTA operations. Hopefully this can begin with new 
budgetary and administrative controls authorized this year.

The new law putting Massachusetts' cities, towns, counties and districts 
into a July 1 to June 30 fiscal year and providing for the semi-annual collection 
of local property taxes, went into effect on January 1, 1973, 

The first major objective was to enable departments to submit their bud- 
gets and have them adopted, compute the Town tax rates, send out tax bills, 
and generally know where the Town stands prior to the beginning of each new 
fiscal year on July 1. This will eliminate the need for all the sections of the 
General Laws presently in effect which provide for borrowing, spending and 
extending of contracts between the first of the year and the time when annual 
appropriations are voted, It will allow Town officials to develop a consolidated 
school year school budget and a consolidated winter snow removal budget, 

The new cycle should have the convenience of being in conformity with the 
State and Federal fiscal years. It should also be of benefit to Selectmen who 
take office in April and presently have to cope with budgeting for a fiscal year 
already well under way before they have a firm grip on their jobs. 

The second major objective of the new law was to let the Town collect 50% 
of the local property taxes half way through the fiscal year, Thus, in a regu- 
lar July 1 fiscal year, the Town will collect half of the taxes, together with all 
betterment assessments, by a November 1 penalty date, and then collect the 
remaining half of the taxes by a May 1 penalty date. This should have the ef- 
fect of reducing by half the amount which the Town will have to borrow each 
year on revenue anticipation notes.

Spotlight on Budget: During 1973, the budget received more time, 
attention, and energy than any other aspect of the School Committee's respon- 
sibility. Some of this was due to the fact that we were operating within the 18- 
month transitional budget now in effect State-wide as we change fiscal cycles 
from a calendar year basis to a July 1-June 30 basis. Fortunately, the unique 
requirement of projecting needs and expenditures for one and one half years 
which was necessary last year will not need to be repeated. The budget being 
submitted for the 1974 Annual Town Meeting is for a 12-month period, and from 
now on, all budgets will be in this form. 


The unprecedented reduction of the school budget at the 1973 Annual 
Town Meeting led to a period of uncertainty regarding school expenditures. 
Many purchases of supplies and equipment were put off, and some were later 
cut out. Some staff replacements were delayed for several months. When the 
matter was finally resolved by the combined efforts of the School Committee, 
the Warrant Committee, and the Selectmen, with the approval of a Special Town 
Meeting and the mechanism of a court decree, we were in the eleventh month 
of the budget. 


We have all learned from this experience, Already the School Com- 
mittee and other Town officials are working together in preparation of the next 
school budget and the Annual Town Meeting of 1974. Cooperation of this sort 
must surely bring benefits to the schools and the Town, 


Energy Problems: Skyrocketing fuel costs and uncertain supplies 
threatened to disrupt the educational program after the middle of the year, As 
this report is being prepared, the supply of fuel oil is holding up, but the price 
has more than doubled! 


Stringent fuel-saving measures were taken in the Fall to meet the 
energy crisis, These included reducing classroom temperatures from 72° to 
68° and lowering the nighttime temperatures ten degrees below that as soon as 
classes ended, After-school use of buildings was reduced by postpoining the 
second session of Adult. Education until Spring, and curtailing other afternoon 
and evening uses. In addition, steps were taken to maintain heating equipment 
at peak efficiency by more frequent and careful cleaning and servicing. 


These steps, plus very mild weather into January, have lessened 
the impact of rising costs up to the middle of the heating season, 


Similar steps were taken to reduce consumption of electricity in 
the face of rising costs and threatened power shortages. Here too, although 
_rates have shot up, decreased consumption has kept costs from going out of 
sight. 
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The problem of rising fuel and electricity costs for the new budget 
is a grave one, The State and Federal governments seem unable to predict or 
control how high these costs will go over the next year and a half, and yet bud- 
gets now being prepared must provide for that period. Even if there were no 
shortage of fuel and electricity, it would be necessary therefore to reduce con- 
sumption sharply, to be able to pay our bills. It seems quite likely that the 
years ahead will bring with them a great change in our way of life and our at- 
titudes toward energy consumption, 


Enrollment Trends: Our enrollment in October 1973 was 3,615, a 
decrease of 44 from October 1972. The High School enrollment was almost 
identical with last year's: 1152 as against 1151; while the Junior High dropped 
from 627 to 614. The enrollment from Kindergarten through Grade 6 decreased 
by 32 - 1881 to 1849, The total of 3615 is very close to the predicted total of 
3619, but the High School enrollment fell short of the 1183 predicted. The other 
enrollments were very close to predicted levels. 


This indicates that the High School enrollment has now reached its 
peak, However, it is difficult to predict just how much of a drop to expect next 
year. Working with our own projections plus those of the State Department of 
Education and the New England School Development Council leads to an '"'educa- 
ted guess" that the High School enrollment may decrease by about 50 students. 
The decrease for the entire system should be about 75. It is somewhat early 
to determine at this time whether there will be a decrease in classroom teach- 
ers next year, because the distribution of students by grades and by schools 
will be the critical factor. 


Space Needs: The High School program is still handicapped by the 
need for specialized spaces, This is especially true in science, physical edu- 
cation, industrial arts, art, and home economics, At the present time, how- 
ever, in consideration of the heavy fiscal burdens facing the Town, the School 
Committee is deferring any proposals to provide additional space. We are 
hopeful that a continued decline in enrollment may enable us to convert some 
classrooms to specialized spaces, thus reducing the amount of additional space 
that will be needed, 


Staff Changes: Our professional staff has fourteen members who 
are new to Sharon since June 1973, By comparison, the 1972 Annual Report 
shows just twice as many new people. This decrease in turnover is a trend 
observed in most systems today. 


Retirements took three long-time teachers out of the High School: 
Miss Dorris Newton who taught foreign languages for 39 years; Mrs. Lauretta 
Carroll, who taught Social Studies for 20 years; and Mr. Thomas Graffte who 
taught Mathematics for 11 years. At the elementary level, Mrs. Marion Graffte 
retired after 14 years, and Mrs. Beatrice Dingman left after 20 years. Over 
100. years of dedicated teaching are represented here, a service of inestimable 
value to Sharon's children. Warm wishes for happy and productive retirements 
were given to all of these colleagues when they left. 


The teaching staff, which numbered 218 in 1972-73, is now down to 
211, a decrease of 7 positions. Five of these are classroom positions, one is 
a guidance counselor at the Junior High, and one is a Librarian at the High 
School, 


The total of 211 includes one new position - that of Learning Dis- 
abilities Teacher. This position was created to meet the needs of children 
with learning disabilities and is part of a plan to increase significantly our ca- 
pability to help such students. Also added (but not included with the 211 "teach- 
ing" positions) were the positions of School Psychologist ("responsible for pro- 
viding individual and group mental health and psychological services"), and a 
Supervisor of Language Development (''responsible for the development and 
maintenance of effective reading and learning disabilities programs in grades 
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Kindergarten through 12"), The latter position was established as a result of 
a strong recommendation from the Reading Committee last year. Already we 
can see the benefits these two positions and the Learning Disabilities Teacher 
have brought in raising our effectiveness in providing for special needs. 


Among all professional positions, thatis, classroom teachers, ad- 
ministrators, etc., we therefore have a net decrease of five positions, This 
decrease has occurred even though we have added the new positions just des- 
cribed. 


In addition, we have been authorized by the State Department of Ed- 
ucation to add - at their expense - two "supportive personnel" for METCO stu- 
dents. These positions will provide special tutorial, remedial, and other ser- 
vices which may be needed by METCO students, 





School Committee Changes: Two Committee members, Edward 
Berger and Chester Stern, were re-elected in a contest with one other candi- 
date in March 1973, Thus, for the first time in many years, the same six 
elected members are serving over a two-year period, 


Last year's Student Representative, Susan Weigers, left upon grad- 
uation, Her replacement is Melvin Zussman, a very capable member of the 
present Senior class, 


New to the School Committee table this year is a representative of 
the Sharon Teachers' Association, Mrs. Gloria Gelineau, a teacher at the Cot- 
tage Street School. The STA Representative receives all material which Com- 
mittee members receive prior to meetings and participates fully in Committee 
discussions, However, neither the STA Representative nor the Student Repre- 
sentative can vote on Committee actions, 


Alternative Schools: As a result of intensive work on the part of 
the study committees, two Alternative Schools were established starting Sep- 
tember 1973, While it is understood that the term "alternative school" can have 
different meanings for different people, and that the form of alternative schools 
now in existence is varied, we can nevertheless give some meaningful definition 
to this term as it applies in Sharon: 


An Alternative School is one in which students, parents, and 
teachers share in determining the structure and content of 
the program; in which there is great variation and flexibility 
regarding schedules as to time, location, and instructors; 

in which students are given and accept greater responsibility 
for learning; and in which the regular staff is augmented by 
volunteers, both in and outside of the school, 


K-6 Alternative School: On the second floor of East Elementary 
School is Sharon's K-6 Alternative School. It occupies all five classrooms and 
accommodates 120 students whose parents applied for this educational alterna- 
tive and who were Selected by lottery from a large number of applicants, Five 
teachers, all volunteers for this program, provide the educational environment, 
They are assisted by a large corps of unpaid helpers, drawn from interested 
members of the community. 


The program is determined on the basis of student needs by an Ex- 
ecutive Board consisting of seven parents and seven staff members - the staff 
members being the five teachers plus the school principal and a teacher from 
another school, The Board began its work late in the Spring of 1973 and workea 
intensively during the Summer to prepare for September opening, Since then, 
the teachers and the Board have been working hard to identify and deal with the 
problems of a new school and to maintain an effective program which fulfills 
original expectations, The teachers have worked long hours to develop and pre- 
pare the tremendous amounts of curriculum material called for by such a highly 
individualized program, Their efforts deserve recognition and appreciation, 
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High School Alternative School: Ninety-eight students in Grades 
9-12 and three teachers make up the Sharon High School Alternative School, Its 


location is three inter-connecting rooms in the High School. However, the 
school is not confined to these rooms, for Alternative School students are in- 
volved in learning experiences outside the building, These include the New 
England Aquarium, a Radio-TV station, a dentist's office, some businesses 
and research laboratories, and seminars in the homes of artists, scientists and 
other professionals, In addition, Alternative School students are taking some 
courses in the "regular" High School. 


The students take on a greater responsibility for their own learning 
than would normally be the case. The staff works hard to prepare a variety of 
learning experiences which meet the needs and interests of students and staff, 


Opportunities for study outside the school walls may be provided as 
a result of students taking the initiative, or as a result of staff members mak- 
ing contacts, In either case, the final arrangements provide a definite plan in- 
cluding clear objectives, schedules, and responsibilities for both the student 
and the outside resource, 


A Board consisting of parents, staff and students is responsible for 
the operation of the Alternative High School. Within very broad limits, they 
establish its programs and procedures, They work closely with the High School 
administration on such matters as credits, discipline and records, Their en- 
ergy and interest have been of great importance to the operation of this school, 


Ideally, the Alternative High School should be in its own building to 
avoid problems which come from having two different educational styles in the 
same building. Thus far, it has not been feasible to find space for this purpose 
but we are keeping this in mind as a possibility for the future, 


Extended School Year Study: After almost two years of intensive 
work, the Extended School Year Study Committee finished its work last Summer. 
In reporting to the School Committee, the ESY group recommended against 
changing at this time to a year-round school calendar, but did recommend that 
this idea be kept in mind (a) as a possible superior educational concept with 
increased costs; and (b) a possible solution to space problems which might arise 
in the future if there were a sudden upsurge in enrollment, They felt that with 
the present decline in enrollment, it would be unwise for Sharon to undertake 
the added costs and the community disruptions involved in the adoption of a year 
round school calendar, 


The School Committee is very grateful for the way in which membefs 
of the ESY Committee worked over a long period of time. The study was a dif- 
ficult one which required them to look into many different factors, from air- 
conditioning to community attitudes, from bus transportation to curriculum, 
Under the excellent leadership of the Chairman, Saul Namyet, the ESY Commit; 
tee accepted the challenge and met its responsibilities in a superior fashion. We 
express our appreciation to all of them:

NESDEC Study of Guidance Services: At the start of the 1973-1974 
school year, the School Committee received a 142-page study done by the New 
England School Development Council titled: "Planning Guidance Services: 


Sharon, Mass." This study had been commissioned by the Committee in orden 
to have the advice of outside experts with regard to our needs in the area of 
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guidance and pupil personnel services, our present effectiveness in meeting 
these needs, and recommendations as to how our effectiveness could be im- 
proved, The report (available at the Public Library) has been studied care- 
fully by three staff committees, one each at the elementary, junior high, and 
high school level. As we go to press, the School Committee is getting ready 

to discuss the NESDEC Report, the committee reports, and the Superintendent's 
recommendations for implementation, The full value of the NESDEC study may 
not be realized immediately, for it is likely that whatever implementation takes 
place will be phased in over several years. The report is a very valuable docu- 
ment which will serve as a useful reference tool for years to come. 


Curriculum Development: The Kindergarten Committee has been 
working with the assistance of an outside consultant, This is a continuation of 
the curriculum revision begun a couple of years ago. 


Also busy on curriculum revision is the Social Studies Committee. 
The original timetable for this Committee has been extended in order to com- 
plete this large assignment, 


Curriculum development in a Human Growth and Development pro- 
gram for Grades 5 and 6 involves all teachers of these levels. Teacher- 
training is being done with the help of The Sanctuary, an organization with con- 
siderable experience inthe field. Pilot programs will be tried out upon com- 
pletion of the training sessions in April. 


Special Education: In 1972, the Legislature passed Chapter 766, 
The Special Education Act, which will become effective September 1, 1974, as 
Chapter 71B of the General Laws. This landmark legislation is designed to 
provide appropriate educational programs for all children in the Commonwealth 
who have any special needs, and to establish clearly the rights of these chil- 
dren to such education. It makes each community responsible first for identi- 
fying special needs. Then the community must provide programs for such needs 
or pay the costs if children must go outside the local system for the necessary 
programs, 


The text of the law is about ten pages, single-spaced, and the pro- 
posed Regulations for implementing the law run over sixty pages. At this time 
the Regulations have not yet been officially adopted, but in order to prepare 
budgetary provisions for implementing the law next September, we are assum- 
ing there will be little if any significant change from the proposed Regulations, 


The law is very comprehensive and very pervasive with regard to 
special needs and the responsibility of the local district. However, there is 
considerable lack of clarity with regard to the specifics of how this is to be done 
and what the level of funding will be from the State. Our staff members in this 
area have spent tremendous amounts of time and energy at workshops and con- 
ferences studying this problem, and also in preparing plans for Sharon to im- 
plement the law in September 1974. 


The impact of Chapter 766 on the new budget is difficult to pinpoint 
but we know it will be massive. We began preparing for this last year by es- 
tablishing three new positions: School Psychologist, Supervisor of Language 
Development, and Learning Disabilities Teacher, In the 1974-75 budget, we 
will build on this, adding staff as needed to carry out the law, and budgeting 
funds to pay the costs of programs not available within our own system, The 
difficulty lies in trying to predict how many children and the particular special 
needs for which we will have to provide. 


The Special Education Act makes very clear and even generous pro- 
visions for reimbursing local districts for costs incurred in its implementation, 
However, the money must first be appropriated and spent out of local funds. 
That means that for the first year at least, there will be a budgetary increase 
of considerable proportions, possibly as high as $135,000 in new money, Re- 
imbursement next year will serve to lessen the effect on the following budget. 
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The impact of Chapter 766 should be viewed in the following per- 
spective: (a) it will help many children; (b) it is required by law; (c) there 
will be reimbursement, 


Negotiations: Collective bargaining again took a great deal of time. 
Negotiations with the Sharon Teachers' Association for the 1973-74 School Year 
began in October 1972, An impasse was reached in February 19738, after nine 
bargaining sessions, and the State Board of Labor Conciliation sent in a Medi- 
ator, Mediation brought no results so the matter went to Fact-Finding in March, 


After three meetings in April and May, the Fact-Finder's report 
was issued in June. Since some of the recommendations of the Fact-Finder 
were not acceptable to the School Committee, negotiations were again begun in 
the Summer, Both sides reached agreement on all outstanding items in August 
subject to ratification by the STA membership, 


However, the membership rejected their negotiating team's pro- 
posed contract on the opening day of school, September 6, 1973, A series of 
formal and informal meetings followed, accompanied by some uncertainty 
about whether teachers would report for work, although in fact no work 
stoppage occurred, Finally, on September 28, agreement was reached, twelve 
months after negotiations began,

As always, it is difficult, and perhaps even unfair to attempt by the 
few examples described above, to convey a complete picture of the activities of 
the School Committee. The discussions, debates, and decisions which occurred 
in the more than SIXTY meetings of the Committee, cannot be accurately re- 
flected in a single report, The variety and complexity of School Committee work 
is difficult to imagine unless one attends all meetings, although press reports do 
give a good idea, Once again, the School Committee invites its neighbors and 
constituents to attend meetings, ask questions, and help us to do our job of pro- 
viding for the education of Sharon's children,

During this third year of my term, funds were voted for a 400-pupil 
addition to the Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical School, This pro- 
ject was a bread-and-butter proposition, with no frills, When Superintendent- 
Director Donald Graves presented the question to the people of the nine towns 
and one city and explained the need for larger facilities to accommodate the in- 
creased number of students now interested in vocational education, he put his 
message across and approval was voted in every case, 


Working drawings have been completed and let out for bid. Physical 
evidence of the addition is already obvious in the relocation of a parking lot, ex- 
pansion of the present sewer bed and the building of another, 


It is expected the additional facilities will be ready for use in the 
Fall of 1975, accommodating up to 400 more students in occupational areas, 
such as Diesel Repair, Masonry, Cosmetology, Distributive Education, Small 
Engine Repair, Specialized Automotive Repair, Appliance Repair, and Air Con- 
ditioning and Heating. 


The current 23 occupational programs (seven post-secondary and 
sixteen secondary), educate a total of 1,041 students and are housed at the So. 
Easton location, the Tolman School in Stoughton, the Unionville School in Easton, 
and the Paine School in Foxboro. The evening program, designed for inden- 
tured apprentices in Electrical and Plumbing fields, as well as other programs 
for interested residents, has handled 900 people during the 1973-74 school year, 


Mr. Walter Benoit, Sharon Jr. High School Guidance Department 
Director, and I continued our efforts to get as many Sharon students as possible 
admitted to Southeastern Regional, Our Summer meetings enabled us to enroll 
six more Sharon students in the Fall term. 


As of October, 1973, Sharon's enrollment was sixty-eight in the Vo- 
cational School and Technical Institute - an increase of seventeen over the pre- 
vious year, Our enrollment has continued rising and for a Town which was 
mostly college-oriented a few years ago, we are beginning to realize an alterna- 
tive to college - vocational education. Our enrollment limit is 8.3% of the total 
and is now only 6.6% - so we shall keep trying until the full quota is realized. 


As in previous years, I attended as many meetings, conventions, 
and seminars as possible to increase my knowledge of Vocational School Com- 
mittee business, I was reappointed Legislative Representative of the School 
Committee, and in December, was elected President of the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil for Vocational and Technical Education, an advisory group, which will in- 
volve quite a bit more time and effort during the year.
